This is: a Petitio Principiy with a Witnefs: Who fays a fingle 
ludce is Trufted with the Liberry of an Offender 2-Neither a 
Single Fudge, che Houfe.of Commons, or any Powerin England 
is Trufted with the Liberty Of an Offem@er, any farther than the 
Law ditc&s. “1 aX Wor an Offender becaufe the Fudge lays fo, 
Oc becaule the Parliament declares fo5 bac becaufe the Law 
fays fo;.and "tis by Verore_of chac Law I am made a Prijener, 
and have my JLaberly cakef. from fhe. I know the Single 
Fudge, chis Worthy Member flings at; but let him give an dn- 
fiance whien ever that Fudge aseadel'd with che’ Liberty of the 
Subje&, buc according to the DireCiomot Law. 

And pray how as che Hoofe of Commons encrufted with ALL 
out Rights and Priviledges? 1 never allow’d an Unlimited Sx- 
freatn Authority co any but the Suprézm Being 5 and fach.a Power 
the Comiibns can never have. 

Bat fuppofe they ere Frafted with our Rights and Privi- 
hedges, ic is a Truft full, and che Truffee is: retponfible. to 
the Perfohs Entrufling, and no Reople yet did Delegate fuch 

_a Teuft as. they could’ nor Revoke, or that thould etiable the 
Truftees co rake all their own, 

But to keepro the Eng/i(h Conflitution, the People of England 
cannot make fuch a Power.of Truft to any Pcffons, nor can 
any Perfons Receive and Execute foch a Traff. The Liberties 
of Englifhmen, are por Demiféable, they them{elves’ having 
chem only in Pofleffion, canndt in any manner make away the 
Merverfion; chet Entatl of Engifh Liberties is Natwal, and ‘can 
be Refcinded only by an Unnasural and Arbitrary Power, We 
can giveaway our Eftares from onr Ghildren, which the Law 
adinirs, our tffates bevmy Of our own acquiring 5 but the Jn- 
herent Rights of Englifhmen being. Native, we cannot cut: off 
tei Encail, becaufe chey are fecured to them by the irrepea-
